totnpt Is made o explain that the posaage
of thisx would prove helpful to tho govern-
ment or to the shipping interests of its citl-
gond, The prapesition (s for unconditionul
surrender to forelgn powers, both of the

profits and safeguurds involved In the maln-
tenance of our Indepemdence as the bullder
of our own ships. Thut the ndoption of this
eourse would prove highly satisfactory to
Great PBrithin and other important marine
powers need not be quentioned; that it woeuld
prove other than a humiliution to this re-
publle, a certaln disgrace and possible dis-
anter, may be acceptéd s equally probable’

“Ihe  discosuion of the question,' edn-
tinues the report, “may be carried on apart
from the matter of bountles and subsidies,
to which the mnajority of the committes
deévote =0 much attention. It Is probable
that a bounty In the sydtem proposed would
be resorted to and yet the statement of an
American shipbullder I8 to the effeor that
steamship owners who perform publie serv-
fee by transporting ocean mails undoubtedly
expect pay for it, and there 1§ no reason
why this country may not pay for such
gervice as well as countrics with which It Is
chiefly in competition,

“Puring the year 1500 England, France,
Germany, Russin and [taly pald, roughly,

$16,670,506 for transportation of malls by
Bea, angland ¥ acknowledged to have been
g0 entirely successful in its maritime policy
thiat it |s now urged that It Is uselesz for
the United States to hold out any longer
agiinst the complete domination by England
of the trade from this country. The quee-
tion Is asked whether, If we were to depend
upon forelgn ships becnuege they are cheaper,
forelgn countries should not have been de-
pended on for the new navy and an Inferior
line secured and thus retarded the develop-
ment of establishments which are now able
to compete with the werld. It I8 said to
be settled that the United States can bulld
as good ships a% any country and bulld
chegper than any country save England.
But for the law of 1572 this country would
have depended upon England for the build-
ing of her own ships., There is said to be
leas redson now for assnulting our naviga-
tion laws than at any time since the war,
particularly ¢inoe the field of profitable em-
ployment s now greatly reduced.

SThe first cost of the ship is sald not to
te the controlling consideration, but lis
profitable employment. So long a8 forelgners
protect themselves the carrying trade can-
net be taken away by the employment of
fr:e ships It would be folly to build lron
ships when this work has™ just commencsd.
Thit the wages of America are 30 per cent
higher than those paid abroad Is sald to ex-
plain why so many forelgners ship with us.
It ia not so desirable to have the cheanest
ships as the best ships, The extension of
free regletry to vessels engagad In constwisa
trude I8 held to be the natural sequsl of the
proposed system. In coneclusion it (I8 noted
that no appeal has come from shipping inter-
ests to cougrens for the change.™

TARII'F BILL PROSPECTS,
Benate Wil Probalbly Keach the Woolen
schedule This Wonok.

WASHINGTON, June 10—t Is expected
on both sides of the senate chmnber that the
waoolen schedule will be reached during the
present week In the cocnsideration of the
tariff bill. There Is o tacit agreement among
the republbeans and demopratie leaders that
the debate shall be continued under the
minute rule on Lthe cotton manufactures nud
flax schedule, Senator Aldrich, as the rep-
re:entative of his side of the chamber, today
expressed the opinfon that these schedules

will be disposed of with very little delay. He
s3ld  the understsnding for  fve-minute
speeches would not be continusd when the
wotlen schedule should be reached and he
exprossed the opinlon that three or four
days debate wll be novessary before the
wool and woolen scheditty I8 acted upon.

Bome of the democratio leaders think the
gchedule may be depoied of In two days.
This schedule will develop one of the most
fmpartant debatee connected with the bill
Next to the duty on sugar, free wool bas
mttracted more attention than any other em
fn the bill, and there can be no doubt that
many republican senators will make speeches
vigorously assailing the democratic posi-
tions, The democrats, while not expecting
or hoping to secare consideration of this
schedule weder the five-minute rube, are
nevertheless hopeful they can wmake an ar-
rangement for Lhe fixing of a definite num-
ber of davs for the debate, I I» uniderstood

this s ¢ne emd that they bkave In view In
arranging the preliminarics for night ses-
slong, as they have been doing in securing
plidges of democralic senators to remaln
until the *“stecring committea’ whall con-
sent to adlowrnment each day.

DAMAGING FIRE AT KANSAS CITY.

Nearly Half a Million Swept Away ln Big
Bulldings.

KANSAS CITY, June 10.—Abcut § o'clock
this afternoon a gensral nlarm was sent In
from the corner of Thirteenth and Hickory
for & fire which was raging In Lhe  third
floor of the bullding owned and occupled
by the Keystone Implement company, 13517
to 1321 West Thirteenth street, The fire had
been hurning quite 4 while bafore the Jde-
partment arrived and the flames had gotten
beyond control. The burning bullding was
n four-story brick and was stocked with
farming Implements, as well as harness, etd.
The firemen worked hard to confine the
Names to the Kevstone butlding, but the
stock of palnts and ofls fed the Aamoes, which
leaped in the air ffty to 100 feet and were

quickly communicated to the Buford &
George Manufacturing comgpany’s builiding
on the east. This firm also, manufactures

agricultural implements and their stock was
a large one.

The department fought the flames from all
eides and sucreeded In keeping the fire with-
in the two struétures named, but bith build-
ings and content: were ontirely deéatroyod,
even the walls having fallen. About 6 o'cloek
the west wall of the Keystone building  fell
and crushed an adjoining frame dwelling oe-
cupied by Charles Perry. The family had
left thelr Nome and were thus saved from
Instant death.
Jasper P. Hope was also ecrushed anid Mr.
Hope was seversly Injurad. James Donnelly
of Hook and Ladder company No. 1 wais
caught under the falling wall, His injuriés
are serious, His pelvic bone was fractured
and he was burned about the head. Pat
Ahern, another fireman, was slightly injured.
Willlam Radell suffered the dislocation of his
collar bone and he was severely injured
abaut the chest.

Abotit 7:30 another part cof the wall fell
and James Marvin was Injured about tha
hip:. The losses will ageregante abhout 3310,-
000, divided as follows: Keystone Implement
company, loss, 3$130,000, insurance, $50,000;
Buford & George Mamufecturing company,
loss. $130.000, Insarance, $350,000,

The origin of the fire Is unknown.

Ponnsylvanin Nail Mill Hurned.

POTTSTOWN, Pa., June 10.—The exten-
sive null mill of Ellls & Lessig of this clty
was destroyed by fire this moraing. The
flame: or:ginated from the gas producer in
the furnace and sprend rapidly. It was only
by hard work the adjoining bulldings we
saved. The loss will segregnte batween 380~
000 and $100,000, chlefly on the valuable nall
making muchinery the mill econtained. It
was but partially insured. Six hundred hands
will be temporarily out of wark.

Estimnate of the Dubogoe Damage.
DUBUQUE, Ia., June 10,—Estimates today
place the loss by last night's fire at $40,000
and insurance $30,000, The amount of lum-
ber burned will not exceed 25,000,000 feet,
Rain this afternoon put sn end to danger
threntening surrounding property with ruln.

FLOOGD DAMAGE IN KANSAS.
Walnur River Out of 1ts DBandks and Muoh
Property Threatened,

EL DORADO, Kan,, Juns 10.—The rain of
Iast nlght was the heaviest this country has
had for twenty-five years, and us o conse-
quence the entire Walnut valley I9 covered
with water and considerable Gamage to crops
and property will result. The Walnut river
commenced at 7 o'clock this morning, and by
7 this evening had raised twenty fest and
was out of its banks. It was a mile and a
half wide in this city. Several familiss were
rescued in boats from Riverside, a suburban
village. It Ia thought no lives are lost. The
Santa Fe & Missourl Paclfic have suffered
consideralile, having several bridges and con-
slderable track washed out. A train came
within two miles of here on the Missourd
Pacific and the passengers were then brought
here In boats, The electric, gas and water
works are all under water. It I8 raloing
again tonight,

river here i= out of itw banks and Immense
damage has been dotie to crops, The wheat
erop 18 ruined.

Frick Coal company dfficer heard of
the perilous position their workmen were in
and called an Sheriff Wilhelm to release the
men from the custoedy of the mob, Field
Deputy Matt Allen and six men were sent (u
New Haven. Many of the strikers had re-
volverg and all edarried clubs, They moved
agalnst the deputies, who retreated under a
ghower of clube and stones, The first shots
waere fired by the strikers, and they fired na
cooly and as rapldly s did the deputics
They kept closing it 'an the men who were
working the Winehesters The deputies
gave ground, but kept up their fire. They
were driven to the extreme end of the com-

pany’s ground, where they made a stand,
By that time three of the strikers were
down and when the deputies stopped and

prepared to fight It out there the mob re-
eolled. The Instant the ktrikers stopped
fring the oMeers stopped also, glad enough
to have things go that way, Tha sirikers
at opnce bogan to carry away the wounded
The dead man and the two who wero futally
wounded were left in the road whers they
fell, but there were others who were ablo to
get nway with but Hetle assistance.

The number of the wounded may not be
known for severnl days, as they were con-
eealed where concealment Is possible It
wias not strictly a battle of bullets, as those
of the strikers who were not armed were
busy throwing stones The only injurfes
Inflieted on the deputies were with such
mi Sherlf Hichards sent Depuly
Richards and Deputy Albaugh to thoe scene
and ten deputies arrived from Valley about
the same time
